Mr. Kilburn, the superintendent of banks, 
on his arrival in town this morning became 
satisfied that the bank could not do with 
the assistance asked for, and accordingly 
directed that the bank be closed in order to 
best protect all interested.. 

The bank superintendent was seen in the 
Niagara Bank and asked why the bank 
was closed. He sald: 

“T have closed this bank because I think 
it insolvent. The main feason for its fail- 
ure is the failure of the City National Bank. 
This bank is involved in that to an extent 
not yet to be announced, but I do not deem 
it safe to permit this one to continue any 
business longer. As to whether this bank has 
been in trouble heretofore, I have nothing 
to say.”

SUSPENSION OF WORK AT EAST 
ST. LOUIS WAREHOUSES. 


SEVERAL RAILROADS YIELD 


Men Work for $1.25 a Day and Declare 
That They Cannot Support 
Their Families. 


Three hundred striking freight handlers 
at the railroad warehouses in East St. 
Louis, Monday,-caused an entire suspension 
of. freight traffic. 

The men demanded an increase in pay 
from $1.25 a day to 15 cents an hour for 
truckers and 16 cents an hour for those 
who assorted freight. 

This increase was refused by all the roads 
and e men walked out tn a body. 

Representatives of the various roads held 
a meeting at the Plathier’s Hotel in St. 
Louis Monday night and discussed the situ- 
ation. Tuendey morning the freight men 
of the flteote Central, Mobile & Ohlo, the 
Big Four, and Louisville & Nashville re- 
turned to work, satisfactory arrangements 
having been made with them.

Everybody May Use Them 
to Celebrate July 4, 


GIANT CRACKERS ARE BARRED 


REVOLVERS AND BOMBS ALSO UN- 
DER THE MAYORAL BAN. 


Mayor Wells’ Order Has Been Slightly 
Modified, but the Use of Danger- 
cus Explosives Will Be 
Prohibited. 


Squibs, the most common and harmless 
Species of the genus firecracker, are to be 
used without restraint by St. Louls youths 
in ceiebrating the Fourth of July. 

Acting Mayor Tlornsby has lessened the 
rigor of Mayor Wells’ decree against fire- 
works in general by directing that no per- 
mits shall be required for the use of two- 
Inch firecrackers of “Chinese manufacture. 
Cannon and dynamite crackers are not 
to be permitted under any circumstances. 

The same prohibition will appiy to re- 
volvers, toy cannon, bombs, anvils and 
other noise-making devices which use so 
much powder or other explosives as to be 
dangerous. 
The Hornsby modification of the Wells 
oomanntes came when it appeared that 

cretary McConkey of the mayor's office 
was about to be overwhelmed with applica- 
tions for permits for the use of firecrack- 
ers. 

“I believed," said Mr. Hornsby, “that 
Mayor Welis did not intend to prevent the 
use of squibs, and it seemed that it would 
be a physical impossibility to make out per- 
mits for every boy who wanted this privi- 
lege. So I have removed the restraint on 
this common way of celebrating the 
Fourth. 

‘it must be distinctly understood that 
cannon crackers will not be allowed. 
me neighbors of mine called. this 
morning to ask that their children be 
granted the privilege of shooting toy can- 
nons in their yards. I told them that the 
toy cannon was considered a dangerous 
weapon, and that if permits of this kind 
were granted to one they must be to all. 
So they were refused.’ 

Permits for the use of blank cartridges in 
revolvers are sought by many visitors to 
the mayor's office, and no class of applica- 
tions is more promptly refused than these. 

Secretary McConkey, Sergt. Dawson and 
Page’ James Clark of the mayor's office 
were kept busy all Tuesday morning mak- 
ing out permits for the use of light fire- 
works, such as rockets, Roman candles, 
pinwheels and similar displays, mostly for 
use at night.

FENDER ORDINANCES. 


A St. Louis Lawyer Says Death-Deal- 
ing Fenders Should Be Wiped 
Out of Existence. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Knowing well the interest of your valua- 
ble paper in guarding the welfare of the 
people and your efforts to secure to them 
the protection from all sources of danger 
they should have, I beg leave to call your 
attention to an ordinance that was intro- 
duced in the City Council by Mr. C. E. 
Gibson, as follows: 
An ordinance amending section 1765 of the mu 
nicipal code and‘ giving authority to the Board of 
Public Improvements to cancel and annul its ay- 
proval of fenders and guards on street railways. 
Be it ordained by the Municipal Assembly of 
Louls as fvllows: 

Section 1, Amending section 1765 of the munici- 
yal code of the city of Bt. is, by adding the 
ollowing words at the end of section 1765: 

“If the board, upon investigution, shall deter- 
mine that a fender or guard which bas been pre 
viously approved by it is iueffective or unsuitalble 
as a life-saving device, it may order the cancella- 
tion of the certificate of approval therefor given, 

“A copy of such order of cancellation snail be 
served upon a chief officer of the company using 
such fender or guard, and sixty days shali be al- 
lowed the company after service of such order 
to provide new ten-lers or guards meeting the ap- 
proval of the board. Any company using a fender 
or guard siyty ays after the service of notice 
that its might to use the same has been so revoked 
by the board, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and iiable to the penalties provided in section 
1766 of this ordivance,"’ so that said section 1/05 
as amended éhall read as follows: , ‘ 

‘It shall be the duty of the Board of Public 
Improvements to examine and pass upon all de- 
signs for fenders and guards, submitted to such 
board by any street railway company, and to give 
a written certificate to such company of the ap-

It was this wire, extending from Ekat- 
erenburg to Nikolaevsk, which had been 
cut, first beyond Tomsk, and then between 
Tomsk and Kalyvan. 

This was the reason why the Czar, to the 
communication made to him for the sec- 
ond time by Gen. Kissoff, had only an- 
swered by the words, “A courier this mo-
